A Chance On John Bull 
An uproar has been set off In Britain by an 
official proposal for a lottery to divert excess 
money from private into public hands. Like all 
ideas of its kind, this (me has a strange fascina­ 
tion for the ordinary British bloke with dreams 
of easy money . 
He would pay a pound for his ticket, which 
would be a government bond, bearing no in­ 
terest but entitling him to a juicy cash prize 
if its number were drawn in a state lottery . 
If be lost he could still cash In his ‘ticket’’ at 
face value. No one would lose a°d a few would 
clean i*> handsomely . A lottery in which no one 
loses is more fascinating than most lotteries. 
Whether or not It would undermine morality 
is a moot question. That has been a moot ques­ 
tion since lotteries began. It Is still a moot 
question in the United States - moot enough 
so that proposals were still being introduced in 
Congress during the depression of the thirties 
and a decade later during World War II for 
various lottery schemes to replenish the U. S. 
Treasury . Originally , this country supported so 
many lotteries, they were outlawed as a pesti­ 
lence. 
Sooner or later the argument alway s comes 
around to the question of whether or not It Is 
good practice for a responsible government to 
exploit the gambling instinct of its citizens. 
Even though the British proposal is more anti- 
inflationary than revenue-producing, that is 
where the argument over it will come around 
to — whether or not the British bloke has be­ 
come the main reliance of the chancellor of the 
exchequer. 


Judiciary Recommendations 
In nominations for the Ohio Supreme Court 
on May 8 only one contest confronts the voter 
The Republican and Democratic candidates 
for chief justice, respectively Willard D. Camp­ 
bell and Carl V. Way gandt, are unopposed. 
Similarly , the candidates for judge in the term 
beginning J an. 1, 1957, J ohn M. Matthias (R> 
and Merrill D. Brothers (D>, are unopposed. 
In the race for Supreme Court judge in the 
term beginning J an. 2, 1957, Henry A. Middle­ 
ton and Thomas J . Herbert are opponents on 
the Republican ticket. We recommend J udge 
Middleton because of his previous excellent 
s^wice on the bench. He is a highly respected 
Toledo lawy er, fitted by 
temperament 
and 
y ears of legal practice for judicial place. Mr. 
Herbert, former governor of Ohio, is now serv­ 
ing as chairman of the U.S. Subversive Ac­ 
tivities Control Board in Washington. Evan P. 
Ford, the Democratic candidate, is unopposed. 


Kutcher Hid Nothing 
The U.S. Court of Appeals In Washington 
has forbidden the Veterans Administration to 
mix up ideologies with rights of disabled vet­ 
erans. 
The significant thing about J ames Kutcher, 
the legless veteran of World War II who broke 
into the news last December when his pension 
rights were suspended by Veterans Adminis­ 
tration because he belonged to the Socialist 
Workers party , is that he never concealed 
his affiliation. 
It was no secret he belonged to the party 
when he was risking his life for his country , 
or when he was granted a disability pension 
by a grateful government He did not conceal 
it from his neighbors. Kutcher hid nothing. 
Neither did his father, Hy man Kutcher. who 
also belonged to the party , a Trotsky ite outfit 
and has shared his son’s trouble. 
The trouble began when they refused to 
sagn a loy alty oath as a condition of residence 
in a federal housing project in Newark, N.J . 
That proved to be illegal, too, but it led to 
the high-handed VA edict that a war veteran 
who had lost both legs was entitled to no 
further disability allowance because he was 
a Trotsky ite. The edict then was upheld by 
a district judge and finally was overruled by 
only a two-to-one decision in the U.S. Court 
o f Appeals to o o lo ce lo r co m fo rt

Press correspondent traveling in 
Tiflis, in the province of Georgia 
in central Russia, reported over 
the weekend that he ha« ‘pieced 
together a startling picture of the 
dramatic events of last month ” 
His dispatch say s: 
Reliable Georgian sources said 
that up to 100 Georginas may have 
been killed when troops opened 
fire on surging pro-Stalin demon­ 
strators who tried to seize the Tif­ 
lis Post Office last March 9. The 
sources said th t the city was an 
armed camp for day s after the 
rioting. Troops and tanks patrolled 
the streets and a midnight curfew 
was clamped on.”

THE FOREGOING was trans­ 
mitted from Russia by telephone 
and then came an interruption by 
the censor. The world still does not 
know all the details but inasmuch 
ac Mr. Eisenhower receives secret 
reports from the intelligence repre­ 
sentatives 
of our own govern­ 
ment and from other governments 
he had this background when he 
made some carefully veiled state­ 
ments to the American Society of 
Newspaper Editors that go far­ 
ther than any thing hitherto said of­ 
ficially by any American high of­ 
ficial about the inevitability of rev­ 
olution in Soviet Russia.

speeches to the editors — the firs, 
a prepared document and then

to the states in Asia which had in 
recent y ears won their freedom. 
Mr. Eisenhower’s first mention 
of “ revolution” came, for exam­ 


ple. as be referred to April 19th 
as the 108th anniversary of the 
Battle o f Concord when the shot 
was fired that was “ heard ‘round 
the world,” and when, he added, 
“ our forefathers started a revolu­ 
tion that still goes on.”

t h e PRESIDENT went on to 
talk at length in terms of the Amer­ 
ican Revolution and its “ firm be­ 
lief la the spirit of the individual’* 
He then applied the illustration 
to the past decade at he declared 
that 18 nations totalling 650 million 
people “ have gained their Inde­ 
pendence.” 
After some general observations 
on how unsafe these new nation* 
are. the President issued a plain 
warning to them about the danger* 
of 
the 
Communist dictatorship. 
Then, without naming 
S o v i e t 
Russia specifically , Mr Eisenhow­ 
er said in a paragraph that ought 
to be read ’round the world: 
•The prospects for peace ar e 
brightest when enlightened self- 
governing peoples control the pol­ 
icy of nations. Peoples do not want 
war. Rulers bey ond the reach of 
popular control are more likely to 
engage in reckless adventures and 
to raise the grim threat of war* 
The spread of freedom enhances 
the prospect for durable peace 


IT WAS EVIDENT what rulers 
the President meant, because ear­ 
lier in the speech referring to So­ 
viet offers of economic aid to Asia, 
he had said: “ The Communists con­ 
ceal the terrible human costs that 
characterize 
their 
ruthless 
sy s­ 
tems of dictatorship and forced la­ 
bor.” ' 
The climax of what may be con­ 
sidered a sensational appeal to the 
peoples of Soviet Russia over the 
heads of their rulers came at the 
very end of the President’s ad­ 
dress — again in carefully couched 
phrases, as he said: 
“ A Soviet government genuinely 
devoted to these purposes can have 
friendly relations with the United 
States and the free world for the 
asking. We will welcome that day , 
“ We cannot doubt that the cur­ 
rent of work! history flows toward 
freedom. In the long run dictator­ 
ship and despotism must give way . 
We can take courage from that 
sure knowledge. But as a wise 
American, 
Mr. 
J ustice 
Holmes 
once said: ‘The inevitable comes 
to pass through effort. We should 
take these words to heart in our 
quest for 
peace 
and 
freedom. 
These great aspirations of human­ 
ity will be brought about — but 
only by devoted human effort.” 


THEN MR. EISENHOWER, in 
his concluding sentences, deliber­ 
ately referred again to the Battle 
of Concord, describing it as a 
“ sy mbol of the faith, the courage, 
the sacrifice on which the victory 
of freedom depends ” 
It was the most pointed appeal 
for revolution, bloodless revolution 
if possible, which has y et b e e n 
made by any world statesman to 
the peoples of Soviet Russia and the 
satellite states.

The 7-1 decisio n reversed a rul­ 
ing by the Lo uisia na Supreme 
Co urt which ha d upheld a n injunc­ 
tio n a ga inst District 50 — a catch­ 
a ll bra nch o f J o hn L. Lewis s 
United Mine Wo rkers of America. 
The hig h tribunal said the Taft- 
Hartley Act leg alizes peaceful pick­ 
eting on the premises of an em­ 
ploy er, whether or not the union 
has complied with the non-Commu- 
nist oath and financial reporting 
req uirements of Taft-Hartley . 
In order to be elig ible to ta ke 
cases before the National Labor 
Relations Board, the Taft-Harley 
Act req uires union officers 
to 
swear they are not members of 
the Communist party and to file 
complete financial reports. 
Lewis, a s hea d of the UMW. ha s 
never complied with the non-Com* 
munist oath provision as a matter 
of principle. He opposes the entire 
act and demands its repeal. 
Lewis himself long has been an 
opponent of communism, botn in 
and out of unions.
